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ZONING ADDRESSES TOWNSHIP BOARD

The July 12, Huron 
Township Board Meeting was 
a long one — three hours to be 
exact. Clerk Dawnette Bowers 
brought up concem over devel- 
opers who are not fulfilling 
their promises and meeting 
Township requirements and 
made a motion to send out let- 
ters on several ordinance viola- 


tions. 

The Township’s new 
Director of Planning and 
Zoning, Leslie Meyers, 


informed the Board that she 
had found a number of defi- 
ciencies in the Whispering 
Willows subdivision. 
Treasurer Jarrod Barron 
responded, “This is probably 


just one problem we have in 
the area with respect to devel- 
opers in this Township. I agree 
wholeheartedly.” Barron also 
mentioned problems with the 
storm drain in Winding Creek. 
“J think it’s time that we start to 
set a standard in this communi- 
ty. There are a lot of developers 
salivating over the money to be 
made in this community.” 

Meyers said that in other 
communities, a bond is usually 
required of developers. 
However, Board Attorney 
Richard James expressed con- 
cern with the legality of requir- 
ing a bond. 

Meyer then updated the 
Board on what she’s been 
doing since her recent hiring. 


She also mentioned she has 
found a lack of certificate of 
occupancies throughout the 
Township. 

Meyer expressed concern 
that the majority of- the 
Township’s fees are low and 
that if developers are going to 
make money off this commu- 
nity, they should at least by 
paying fees comparative to 
other areas. 

Next Meyer plans to attack 
the procedure manual. She 
announced, “No matter who 
you are or what you’re doing, 
you must follow the rules.” 

After hearing Meyer’s ener- 
getic report, Trustee Nora 
Adkins: remarked, “Meyers is 
on the ball.” Then Adkins 


made a motion to give Meyer 
the authority to stop work that 
is not meeting Township crite- 
ria. Adkins pointed out that it is 
useless to have to wait for a 
month for a Board approval to 
stop work on something that is 
in violation. 

However, Trustee John 
McKinney responded, “I don’t 
know that the development 


director should have the 
authority. She’s not the 
enforcer.” McKinney also 


expressed concern over giving 
that much authority to a new 
emloyee and reminded the 
Board of the Township’s Site 
Plan Process. | However, 


Adkin’s motion was passed

ZAVODSKY TAKES A TURN AT THE WHEEL — 


OF A THUNDERBIRD Fl 6

Professional racecar driver 
Audrey Zavodsky was flying 
high on July 3 when she took 
flight in a United States Air 
Force Thunderbird F16 Fighter 
Pilot Jet. 

The one-hour flight took off 
at 7:30 p.m. in Battle Creek, 
Michigan. After watching the 
Thunderbirds practice for the 
air show that would take place 
on July 4 and 5, the seven 
fighter jets landed, and 
Zavodsky took her turn in the 
back of the two-seater jet. She 
exclaimed, “They even had my 
name in the cockpit.” 

Shortly into the flight, 
Zavodsky’s pilot, Major Ken 
Edwards, offered her the 
opportunity to drive for 10 
minutes. “At first,” Zavodsky 
said, “I was a little reluctant 


because I didn’t know how 
much movement there was in 
the control.” Nevertheless, 
Zavodsky accepted the chal- 
lenge explaining, “The pilot 
coached me very well, and 
within a matter of seconds, I 
was very comfortable.” 

Zavodsky described the 
experience with excitement, 
“It’s just amazing the power it 
has. It makes racing seem 
minute.” She was _ very 
impressed with the maneuver- 
ability and quick response time 
of the F16. 

The F16, which is used for 
precision flying, with five jets 
flying only 18 inches apart 
requires a perfect team, 
explained Zavodsky. 

Zavodsky now proudly 
wears the 9G pin she earned
